The art of war may be said to advance at 
a pace oommensnrate - with the poBitiYo re- 
anlta of acientific rnsearoh. With thu 
growth of ufttions comos tha more jnulouu 
oonservntion of their iutorosta aud a couHe- 
queut jjroiitev rej^arJ for the uioana by 
■vs hich tluiy nre to be proHorvod. As scieu- 
tilio kiiowlegu iucroaaoH so is it applied iu 
Great Britain for the material iiniiroveiuont 
of the condition of her lumy and uavy 
forces, and the improveuicut of large aiul 
small arms, looomotion and facility for 
rapid commuuication. In mediraral ages 
when the fighting power of the iudividual 
WAS, owing to the unsettled state of the 
times, oultiTated to its maximum degree 
thoro is little doubt that its quality was 
higher aud its qtiautity was greater than it 
has been Hiuoo, whuu it in cousidored how 
iuoflioiont were the food and clothing aud 
arms witli whicli they were provided. Iu 
thoHi) days the battlen (ouj^ht were baud to 
haud and iu proportion to the uumbera 
engaged the losses were far heavier. Then 
when the means of locomotion were more 
]>vo8orihbd news traveled slowly 
and forces more slowly still. Now, 
however, atoam whirls our troops over- 
land cr propels onr transpnrts over the

deeinoil unattainable in tlKJse early days. 
Eleotricity ll ibbea from remote corners of 
the earth news of tho viotory of our arms 
tti soon as those victories have been gain- 
ed. Our soldiers and sailors are better 
clothed, better fed — and better treated;

ed what might be aty led deadly perfection, i 
Iron in the form of steel now permits the ' 
manufacture of guns whose size aud pow- 
er offerno obstruction to their manage- | 
ment, because of the meohauical improve- i 
luents that have been made. Gunpowder I 
whose ipialitieH are now exactly under- ! 
stood is among the Icitat powortLiI of ex- i 
plosives in these days of discovery. Tor- 
pedoes and submarine and subterranean 
mines Dred by electricity are also includ- 
ed among the modern means of warfare. 
Since the eommenceinent of tjneon Vic- 
tiu'ia's reign the pro^reH.s niiide ni military 
and naval warfare baa been very s{rout. 
When her majesty ascended tho throne 
liritain's military strength was 134,000 
regulars and militia and 2G9,300 native 
troops, and now it is 943,000 men, inclu- 
sive of ;!3G,00() native troops. The fighting 
itrenfjth of the navy at the period stated 
was 'J0,(>00 men, and now its total 
strength is 81!, 390. Five out of 127 vessels 
then bad steam power, and the largest was 
4,600 tons displacement. At the present 
day the moat powerful of our war ves- 
sels carries four SO ton guns, beaidea 
smaller ones, la of 1 IIDOO tfuiB diaplafement 
and coat i'!jOO,OU().

064,018, and now it is £49,220,200. 
This expense is enornions, but at tho same 
tiuio I he inlerosla (jf the empire 
reipiiru (he mainloiiance of the 
present tiylitiiig power of tireat 
Ilritain, and for ethcienoy at the lowest 
■!(>6t the empire must look to her volun- 
teera — the citizen soldiers — who willingly 
bear the burden of taxation as well as 
arms, aud whatever retrenchment may be 
made, it ia to be lioiied that noiio will bo 
in tho direction of the mainteuauco of our 
volunteer forces.

Gooksou waa given a decree 
in the divorce against his wife. 

The decree of divorce obtained nUi by 
Donald Ofrawford ou February TJth last, 
against his wife bc'uaiise of her relatioiiH 
with Dilke, was to day declared absolute. 

Nkw Yokk, Aug. (J.— MulthfW Arnold, 
who is ill America, publishes a letter iu the 
Loudon Times, iu which ho says: "I aup- 
poae lui^re is uoeouiitrv iu the world where 
Gladstone'a favor in stronger than in thu 
United States. Yet oven here, if yon weigh 
instead of count opinions, and balauco 
those opposed to his Irish policy it will be 
found that the mailt motive Americana have 
for sympathy for Gladstone is a tempta- 
tion to please the Irish.

"Each freeman nhall swear by the blesHcd 
God to bear true allegiance to thia domin- 
ion, aud that .Tcaus ia tho ouly king. 

"Xo dissenter from the oHsoutial worship 
of this dominion shall be allowed to give a 
vote fur the electing of magistrates or any 
oflicer. 

"No food or lodging shall be oft'ered to a 
heretic. 

"No one shall cross a river ou tho Sab- 
bath but authorized clergymeu. 

"Xo one shall travel, cook victuals uiake 
beds, sweep houses, cut hair or ahdve ou 
the Sabbath day. 

"Xo one shall kiss his or hor children ou 
tho Sabbath days or fasting days. 

" The .Sabbath Day shall begin at aan- 
uet Saturday. 

"Whoever wears clothtis trimmed with 
gold, silver or hone lauo above one shill- 
ing per yard shall be presonted by tho 
lirand jurors, and tho select men shall 
lax the estate t'300. 

"Whoever brings cards or dice into the 
dominion shall pay a fine of £o 

"No one shall eat miuce pioo, dance, 
play cards! or play any tnatruiuent of 
mu lie except the drum, trumpet or jews- 
harp. 

"No gospel minister shall join people 
in marriage. The magistrates may join 
them in marriages, aa he may do it with 
less scandal to Christ's Church. 

"When people refine their children 
coiiveiiienl niiirriagea, tho magistrate 
ahidl iletermine the point. 

"A man who strikes his wife shall be 
lined flO. 

"A woman who strikes her husband 

ahall be punished aa tho law direela. 

"No inaii shall court a maid in iioraoii 
or by letter witluuit obtaining tho consciit 
of her parents; , •,'.") peuiil'y for the first 
idienee, ten for the aecond, and for the 
third iinpristmiiient during the pleasure uf 
the court .

From mmers who have been at or near 
the combustion and consequent explosioiij 
of coal dust in tho Mount Diablo uiinea, 
we le: r 1 that in mariy every ina'.ance all 
tliuae who vvere at all burned .succumbed 
before the ninth day, not from the burns 
theniselvoa, but from ihe shock to the 
nervous syatoiii by tho buriiiug of ao much 
akin. Tho already largo percentage of 
doaiha among tho victims of the recent 
coal dust couibuation, and varied expori- 
oiico of minora go to ahow Unit tho ratio 
of fatality is much greater from coal dual 
than coal !<os. A great many men in this 
district have been Iniriied by coal gas, ap- 
apinvreiilly a great deal more severe than 
the uiiforluiiatea of this laat accident, and 
are to-day among ua doing their daily 
work.
